THE TRIAL OF THE NEEDLE-TooTH CoT- 
TON Gin.—Under the superintendence of 
Messrs. Seattergood & Son, their gin was 
exhibited on Monday afternoon, at the 
workshop of Messrs. Cook. Pitts & Co..The 
gin used contained twenty-three circles of 


needles. The lint produced was of superi- 
or quality. Anexperienced dealer who wit- 
nessed its operation, said it would bring 
from one to one and a half cents more per 
pound, than from the same quality of seed 
cotton through any other gin he ever saw. 
The quantity ginned per day, by the 
twenty-three circle gin is as much as the 
best forty saw gin will turn out, while the 
seed are picked unustially clean.

REMARKABLE LAW CASE—A MAYOR or 
ORLEANS A GAY LOTHARIO—RESLISA FOR] 
COLORED BLOOD AND ITS RESULTS... 


A very interesting ca case was ¢ 
Judge Cooley and a jury, day bel re es 
terday. involving a question which. 
probably never arisen in the courts 
"The nature of the case forbids the meb- 

e nature o case e 
tion of the names of the parties, but the| 
facts are as fellows: 

About twelve years ago a white man 
married in this city, a very hasieown Pre: bra- | 
nette, of refined and ami ter and 
manners. A beautiful girl was the issue 
of this agetn ys Some years after the 
marriage, the husband hearing the com- 
mon report that his wife was of 
blood and a descerdant of Mr. Macarte, 
former Mayor of this city, who had a1 
progeny of acknowledged colored children, 
separated from his wife and instituted'a 
suit to annul the marriage as one forbidden 
and a Pig null by our Civil Code. 

The leaded a general denia!, avow- 
ing that ~ grandmother was of the Indt- 
an tribe of Kashaskias, and her grandfath- 
era Frenchman. On this issue the parties 
went totrial. The facts developed a curi- 
ous history and exposure of the domestic 
life of one of the old residents of our city. 
It was shown that a former Mayor bad a 
strong relish for colored blood, and select- 
ed his wives: and mistresses indiscrimi- 
nately from the quadroon and Indian 
races. 

Evidence was given by the ce 
whieh, at first blush, appeared to establish 


pretty strongly that the defendant was of 


. the class known under our laws as free 
persons of color. This, of course, was more 
the opinion and presumption of the wit- 
nesses than founded on any positive knowl- 
edge. They knew the habits of Mr. Ma- 
carte and the large number of his descen-. 
dants. who had recognized themselves, and 
had always been recognized by the com- 
munity as free persons of color. One of 
these is the very respectable representative 
of this class who was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Warmouth as the saccessor of Wick- 
liffe in the office of Auditor, Mr. Delassize. 
There are others who are persons of wealth 
and of eet respectability and influence 
with their class. 
knew no other descendants of Augustin 
Macarte, and the defendant had admitted 
that he was her grandfather. A highly re- 
spectable physician,in further contirmation 
of plaintiff's case, gave his opinion that 
defendant was a meztistoes, or half breed, 
which he detined to be the issue of a white 
person and of one of African blood. Thus 
far the plaintff’s case appeared to bea 
strong one, and the facts'and presumptions 
to justify the conclusion upon which the 
action was brought. 

The defendant, however. presented quite 
a different view of the case. 
witness and, we may add, the most able 
and eloquent advocate in the cause, was a 
young woman, the sister of the defendant, 
who played more admirably than we have 
ever seen it enacted on the stage, the beau- 
tiful part and character of Portia, in the 
‘Merchant of Venice,” She unraveled the 
whole mystery. and developed one of the 
romantic incidents in the history of our 
quondam Don Giovanni of a Mayor. Not

erally for her and her children. The de- 


fendant and the chief witness were the de- 


scendants of this connection. 

They were of Caueasian and Indian blood 
without a drop of the“rich bl6od” of Af- 
rica. The sister of the chief witness in 
her remarkably clear, distinct and intelli- 


gent narritive raised quite a smile in Court, 


by her correction and criticism of the deti- 
nition given by the doctor who had testifi-
